I t su pplements the instru ction offered 
in each of the u ndergradu ate schools 
v nd colleges. 
It is the crown of the 
whole sy stem of collegiate instru ction, 
a crown withou t which the rest of it 
is incomplete and, to some ex tent, 
su perficial. 
The Gradu ate School prov ides fa­ 
cilities for the adv anced stu dent to 
prosecu te his stu dies to the point of 
original research 
in 
the 
v ariou s 
branches 
of science and art. 
It 
fu rnishes opportu nities for that id- 
v estigativ e work which is absolu tely 
essential to the dev elopment of the 
Univ ersity in the tru e sense of tbe 
term . I t giv es a obanoe to men and 
| women, who may be Interested in ad­ 
v ancing tbe su m total of 
hu man 
knowledge by new discov eries in the 
v ariou s departm ents of 
science, to 
prepare themselv es by special training 
for this sort of work. I t is tbe only 
departm ent in which the teachers in 
ou r high schools and colleges can get 
tha t adv anced preparation for their 
work which 
is 
desirable: nay , 
if 
they are to be efficient, it is necessary , 
they shou ld hav e. 
2. 
Until within the last fifteen 
y ears, Johns Hopkins I Div ersity of 
Baltimore, was the only institu tion 
in tbe cou ntry which recognized, in an 
effectiv e way , the desirability and ne­ 
cessity of a gradu ate 
school. 
In 
fact, we may say 
that this idea 
first took a concrete shape in ou r 
American Univ ersity sy stem at Balti­ 
more. Other u niv ersities hav e been 
following in the wake of Johns Hop­ 
kins u ntil at present ev ery institu tion 
which desires to be enrolled among 
tbe great u niv ersities of tbe cou ntry 
has established su ch a departm ent, 
u ntil, in fact, the name “ Univ ersity ” 
is refu sed by many au thorities to any 
institu tion which does not hav e su ch 
departm ent.

Guthrie, O. T., Feb. 22.—By a vote 
of 15 to 10 the lower house of the leg*- 
isiature passed a joint resolution me­ 
morializing President Roosevelt to in­ 
vestigate the blanket loase of the oil 
lands of the Osage nation, a part of 
Oklahoma, held by the Indian TVrrl- 
tory Oil Illuminating company, com­ 
monly believed, as theresolution states» 
to he n representative of the Standard 
Oil company.
